Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
1 and 6 include limitations that a method for discriminating events in a radiation 
detector comprises operating on a substantially entire detected radiation 
distribution with a response function. Claim 10 includes limitations that a method 
for obtaining unscattered events in a radiation detector comprises obtaining a 
response function without using energy window discrimination, and operating on 
an energy spectrum with said response function.
